I beg  to  submit  iqy  report  for  the  year  1948, 

During  the  year  Crewkeme  was  remarkably  free  from 
epidemics  and  the  health  of  the  tovm  is  of  a high  standard. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation 
on  the  5th  July,  The  transition  has  been  free  from  major  upsets, 
duo  to  the  wholehearted  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Practitioners 
in  Crovidcerno,  It  is  too  oarly  to  say  to  what  extent  the  health 
of  the  people  has  boon  offocted,  but  to  judge  by  the  numbois  vho 
now  avail  thorasolvos  of  the  sorvicos  provided  it  would  appear 
that  xMTOviously  a largo  number  of  people  vroro  dotorrod  for 
financial  reasons  from  obtaining  necessary  advice  and  troatnent. 

During  the  year  49  houses  wore  complotod.  Progress 
is  being  made  in  alleviating  overcrowding,  but  there  is  still  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  A largo  number  of 
houses  v/hich  in  more  normal  times  would  bo  considered  unfit 
for  human  habitation  continue  to  bo  occupied.  It  is  to  bo 
hoped  that  the  Council  will  soon  be  allayed  to  deal  with  this 
problem. 


Another  increasing  urgent  problem  is  the  housing 
of  the  agod.  The  increasing  ago  of  the  population  together  vd.th 
the  greater  expectation  of  life  will  in  the  coming  years  present 
very  groat  difficulties,  Taking  the  councry  os  a whole  when 
present  housing  prograramns  hove  been  completed  about  5^  of  houses 
should  be  suitable  for  o3d  people.  Wo  should  plan  now  to  avoid 
n serious  situation  later. 

The  need  for  a no\y  sewage  system  is  urgent  and 
v^ilo  realising  that  the  Council  are  at  the  moment  obtaining 
plans  for  such  a scheme  the  tiimo  lag  is  considerable  and  I hope 
that  every  endeavour  will  bo  made  to  have  the  work  conraoncod 
by  tho  time  I rexxDrt  nox'b  year,

tlwir  oonfldenoe  and  support  and  my  fellow  officials  for  their 
assistance.
